Kentucky's new tax law, passed two 
ycarB ago by special session of the 
legislature after years of agitation and 
month of tedious labor by the tax com- 
mission, must stand the tests of the 
highest court of the state If threats 
and counter-threats by the State Tax 
Commission and the Fayette County 
Board of Equalization are not with- 
drawn. 

The State Tax Commission, through 
its chairman, James A. Scott, stated 
yesterday in Frankfort that the $7,- 
000,000 Increase in assessed valuation 
must be made in Fayette county; that 
if the county Board of Equalization 
falls or neglects to make the Increased 
assessment, the commission will send 
a man here who can and will make the 
Increased assessment. 

After protesting to the State Com- 
mission yesterday at the Increase de- 
manded, and explaining that the de- 
Blred increase can not be made in 
fairness, members of the county board 
stated that the next move In the con- 
troversy must come from Frankfort: 
that their assessment and equalization 
has been honest and fair: and that the 
Increase demanded by the State Com- 
mission cannot be made by the board. 
Judge Bullock hinted that should the 
State Commission send a man here to 
raise the assessment, property holders 
and taxpayers of the county will Die 
suits to restrain such increase attack- 
ing the legality of the mandatory in- 
crease, the commission's authority to 
demand such an Increase, and the new 
tax law itself. 

If the Fayette county case is taken 
into the court, it Is hardliy probable 
that it will stand alone. Protest! 
against increase assessments that 
have been demanded by the State 
Commission have been made by a 
large number of counties throughout 
the state, and it Is possible that many 
of these will join in a suit, filed to 
test the law. Immediately after the 
Fayette board had returned from 
Frankfort, representatives from Ma- 
son and Bourbon counties conferred 
with Judge Bullock, they declaring al- 
so their belief that the state commis- 
sion had ordered Increases In assess- 
ments that are not fair. The Bourbon 
county delegates appeared before the 
State Commission Immediately afte.- 
the Fayette board. Whether the visit- 
ing officials discussed the possibility 
of a suit with Judge Bullock was not 
announced. 

Fayette county's Board of Equaliza- 
tion returned from Frankfort yester- 
day afternoon following a conference 
with the State Tax Commission with 
their protest unanswered. The Board 
made the trip to Frankfort at the re- 
quest of Chairman Scott, that it ap- 
pear before them for a conference re- 
garding the increase in, assessment 
ordered by the Commission, which the

Skey- 
hill's lecture In the Metropolitan Op- 
era House In New York on October 9, 
1918. alone sold twenty-three million, 
seven hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars worth of Liberty Bonds. Of Ske- - 
hill, the late lamented Theodore 
Koosevelt said: "I would rather ap- 
pear on the platform with Tom Skey- 
hill thnn with any other man I know " 
This great poet and fighter will draw 
hundreds to the Chautauqua. y 
The Coit-Alber Bureau also offers 
very attractive musical numbers for 
each day with the big musical number 
on the program. Fighting Americans.

CINCINNATI FIREMEN QUIT 
THEIR JOBS THIS MORNING 

UalM Firemen In Queen City Keep 
Their Word and Walk Out-Home 
Guards Take Places. 

Promptly at 7 a. m. Saturday union 
firemen quit their Jobs In the Cincin- 
nati Fire Department. How many left 
the engine houses will not be determ- 
ined until officials of the new union 
check up names of 436 members whose 
signatures were attached to a blanket 
resignation submitted Friday. City of- 
ficials were In communication with 
engine houses, checking up names of 
those out. 

Within an hour after the firefighters 
went out, two false alarms of fire were 
sent to department headquarters. One 
was from Sixth street and Mt. Hope 
road and the other from Elslnore 
place and Reading road. Boys were 
suspected. 

Wlille a Home Guard was In front 
of Fire Station No. 2, Ninth street and 
Freeman avenue his rifle accidentally 
was discharged. 

A woman later sent in a false still 
alarm of fire from Third and Park 
streets. Fire Co. 14, driven by Frank 
Kroll, chief mechanic, and manned by 
Home Guards, responded. 

In round numbers it seemed ap- 
parent 400 men, possibly more, were 
out of the service. 

The men are members of Cincin- 
nati Local 48, International Associa- 
tion of Firefighters 

As they loft the houses Home 
Guards, armed with rifles, entered to 
take their places. , 
The change was dramatic. 
As the hour of 7 grew near crowds 
of curious persons gathered in front 
of all engine companies. On Syca- 
more street, above Seventh street, a 
crowd gathered as early as 6:30. 

At one minute of 7 all drivers climb- 
on their apparatus. Fire bells were 
rung. Motors were started, and the 
huge machines lurched slightly for- 
ward. Ten feet they went and then 
halted. They then recoiled that dis- 
tance. The motors stopped with a 
snort. Firemen descended, and. pick- 
ing up their personal belongings, left 
the house.

HOW ABOUT YOUR TAXES 

Uncle Sara's now revenue bill is now a law; it's provisions 
operative. Under them, whether you have discovered >t yet or not, 
you are making your unrecoverable contribution to the cost of the 
world war. And you can't escape. 

This is a good time to consider this question of taxes. BOW 
about them, anyway, Mr. American? Do you find them high enough 
Are you paying enough upon the few little luxur„s you can affoid. 
Is the income tax cutting sufficiently into your earnings? Is there 
any little place where you feel that you should be pay mg more? 
And do you prefer paying taxes, directly or indirectly, to cashing 
Liberty Bond coupons? 

Mr American, you will have to do the one or the other. If th< 
Victory-Liberty loan ddbsn't produce the expected amount there 
remains but one other way in which Uncle Sam may get it-taxation. 
And if this revenue bill and this Victory-Liberty loan fail to produce 
a fund sufficient to permit Uncle Sam to clean up the war expense 
balance, Congress will simply have to increase the taxes. 

In other words, if you will not lend Uncle Sam your money be 
will take it awav from you in a manner you cannot resent, for he 
must have the cash. He needs it to square accounts, to clean off 
the war slate, to finish the job. and it is altogether for you to say 
which way he shall get it. 

All you lend him will be paid back with interest. W hat you 
pay in taxes is a total l oss to you. The answ er should be easy. 

MAKING THE OCEAN FLIGHT SAFE 

That airplanes as well as airships can make the distance of an 
ocean flight is well known. Making the flight itself safe is another 
matter; probably the lives of the men who man the first American 
plane to try it will be protected sufficiently by the arrangements of 
the navy department made public by Acting Secretary Hoosevelt. 
says the New York "World. 

In May, when the naval experiment may be launched, no long 
storms are looked for. The swiftness of a modern airplane makes | 
it possible so to time a trip that good weather may almost be guar- 
anteed for its brief duration. Destroyers capable of dashing 35 miles 
an hour are to be strung at 200 miles intervals on the line of flight, 
and, barring accidents to the radio apparatus, a call for help would 
always brings it to a designated spot within four or five hours. 

Little is known of the reported attempt of Lieptenant Font an 
to fly from Senegambia to Penambuco, except that he seems to have 
been halted by engine trouble on the way to bis starting point. Bui 
substantial rivalry to our naval plans is promised by the .hipping 
o a Sopwith plane to Newfoundland by the British air service, es- 
pecially to try the short course from St. Johns to Ireland. 

While the war lasted the ocean flight appeared an extra- 
hazardous possibility of the far future. Four months after the ar- 
mistice three attempts are planned by three friendly nations for 
the honor of the first crossing.

Feeding his 
partisanship with incidents that 
seemed to prove the soundness of his 
conviction, Corwin became, within an 
hour, a dissenter from all the princi 
pies enunciated by the President in 
his war message— and in his public 
utterances.

One night, standing at the fringe o 
a crowd that was listening attentivel> 
to a wildly-gesticulating man wh' 
stood on a wooden box, Corwin heart' 
the principles of the Socialist Part) 
expounded.

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FEDERAL CROP 
REPORT FOR THIS 
STATE ENCOURAGING 

Crop Report For Kentucky Issued By 
Federal Field Agent Shows drain 
In Fine Condition. 

H. F. Bryant, Federal Department 
of Agriculture Agent for the State of 
Kentucky Issues the following report 
on farm conditions for the past 
month: 

The condition of wheat In Kentucky 
as a whole Is most excellent, after a 
remarkably favorable fall, winter and 
spring. Rye passed the winter In 
good condition too, but as most of 
Kentucky's rye Is grown on heavy 
clay soils that heavy rather badly the 
average condition of rye Is slightly 
lower than wheat. Wheat now Bhows 
a condition of 103 per cent, compared 
to 100 per cent, at this time last year 
and a ten-year-averago condition of 
84 per cent. Rye Is 100 per cent, now 
compared to nearly 91 per cent, this 
time last year and an average condi- 
tion of 86 per cnet. during the last ten 
years. Wheat and rye are in excel- 
lent condition in nearly all parts of 
the United States, wheat showing an 
average condition of almost 100 per 
cent, for the United States as a whole 
and rye nearly 91 per cent. 

Farmers, traders and others 
throughout Kentucky now report that 
there are on the farms 2 per cent, 
more brood sows than at this time last 
year, which was a high year, while for 
the United States as a whole the num- 
ber shows less than 1 per cent, over 
the high number of 1918. 

Farm labor is only 85 per cent, nor- 
mal in Kentucky now In total avail- 
able supply, and less than 85 normal 
supply throughout the United States 
as a whole. On the other hand the de- 
mand for farm labor is 2 per cent, 
more than normal in Kentucky and 
nearly 2 per cent more than normal in 
the entire United States. 

Labor, including discharged sol- 
diers, shows a great Inclination to 
seek the cities and towns and even 
former farm workers usually seek city 
jobs in preference to going back to the 
farms.

States Department or Agriculture (E. 
A. Miller) who is Intimately acquaint- 
ed wltl) the condition of Southern 
Agriculture, recently stated that Ken- 
tucky is leading all the southern 
Btates in its poultry work. He attrib- 
utes this to the campaign for Stand- 
ardization of Poultry. This is gener 
ally recognized as the most construc- 
tive piece of Poultry Extension work 
ever attempted. 

Every county In the state that is 
fortunate enough to have a county 
agent, is pushing the Standardization 
work this spring It is even being 
suceBsfully carrlel on in counties 
without agents 

Kentucky's first large baby-chick 
hatchery has recently been establish- 
ed and several others are contemplat- 
ed In the near future. Several large 
milk-feeding plants are being put up 
In addition to those already In suc- 
cessful operation. Thus we find that 
poultry is coming to occupy the prom- 
inent place to which it Is entitled in 
the state. The climate, soil, nearness 
to feed supply and markets are all fa- 
vorable. 

Those counties in which the Stand- 
ardization work has been longest un- 
der way or is farthest deveopcd, are 
beginning to reap the benefit. Several 
of them are planning to hold large 
sales of pullets this fall and are al- 
ready assured of a good demand. 

Several associations of poultry 
raisers have been recently organized 
In various parts of the state for fur- 
thering the interests of poultry. Deal- 
ers report a greatly increased busi- 
ness in eggs and live poultry during 
the past year. The demand has been 
strong and prices good. 

All of which should be very encour- 
aging to the farmer and backyard 
poultryman and should inspire him to 
make the most of his opportunity to 
better his flock by getting a start this 
spring in the standard breed for his 
country. See your County Agent 
it.
